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State aid package 
within expectations

The state aid package approved 
by the. House and Senate 
Conference Committee is within 
expectations, according to Wil- 
mington Town Manager Michael 
Caira. However, if the tax overlay 
provision in the approved 1992 
state budget is vetoed by Governor 
William Weld, that could spell 
trouble. for the town, ~ 
The Conference Committee 
agreed to $328 million in local aid 
cuts. If Weld doesn't veto the 
overlay provision, which allows 
communiti¢s to raise property 
taxes by exempting the overlay 
fund from the Prop 2 1/2 cap, 
Wilmington would only face an 
approximate $218,853 deficit. The 
fiscal '92 Wilmington budget 


approved at June's continued town 
meeting is based on this figure. If 
Weld does veto the provision and 
legislators don't override the veto, 
Wilmington could face a projected 
$600,000 deficit: Caira said 
keeping the overlay change in place 
is “critical” for the town. 

If the provision is vetoed, Caira 
said he would have two options: to 
call a special town meeting to make 
further reductions in the budget or 
to implement a teachers’ salary 
deferral plan. Under that plan, the 
town can defer a teacher's last 
paycheck in June unti! the new 
fiscal year in July. Caira said the 
deferral plan is subject to collective 
bargaining and does nothing more 
than "delay the inevitable." 

The state budget is now in Weld's 
hands for final approval. 


School board to act 
on eight grievances

Eight grievances filed by teachers 
laid off by the Wilmington School 
Committee will be taken up at 
tonight's (Wednesday's) board 
meeting. Committeemen will hear 
the teachers in executive session, 
acéording to Supt. William Fay. 

The superintendent said, if 
teachers are not satisfied, their 
union can pursue litigation.on their 
behalf and take the case to court or 
arbitration. If the union goes to 
court, said Fay, the matter would 
be handled..as expeditiously as 
possible. If union leaders go to 
arbitration, that process could take 
six to seven months said the supe- 
rintendent adding, if the WTA 
wins its case, "that's my worst 
nightmare." 

Fay told this paper in the past 
months he only tried to be 
consistent with the Reduction in 
Force (RIF) procedure used last 
year. Now, he said, "we just have 
to play this thing out and see what's 
right." Additional grievances may 


still be filed. WTA leaders have 
promised to litigate each of the 
teachers on the RIF list. 

Fay said the impact of laying off 
23 teachers this year is "devas- 
tating,” especially when one consi- 
ders 14 positions were eliminated 
two years ago and another 27 were 
eliminated last year. Fay. said he 
could live with a total of 36 layoffs 
but not 64 less positions, 

The impact of less personnel will 
be felt especially at the elementary 
level where class sizes and-enroll- 
ment are increasing. This year's 
kindergarten class was the largest 
in the system in 10 years, Fay said. 

"The attitude scems to be that 
everybody loves education but they 
don't want to pay for it," said the 
Superintendent. 

Fay does sce a "silver lining" in 
the recent turmoil and fiscal 
problems in the system. He 
predicts, with "serious, serious" 
attention being paid tothe tenure 
system, this could be the last year it 
will be in place. 


DiCenso court 
hearing July 15

A hearing will be held Monday, 
July 15 at 9:45 a.m, in Woburn 
District Court to see if Wilmington 
police have enough evidence to 
pursue a case against Liliana and 
Arcangelo DiCenso of Fletcher 
Lane. According to one local 
official subpoenaed to testify, the 
DiCensos are being charged with 
"delivery of alcoholic beverages" 
to a minor under 21 years old. 

The DiCensos are the parents of 
Davide DiCenso, the honor student 
who received a four day suspension 
from graduation and other year- 
end activities. because he was 
allegedly under the influence of 
alcohol at the senior prom. 
DiCenso's mother, Liliana, was 
successful in getting a federal court 
injunction allowing her son to 
participate in remaining activities. 
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According to Police Chief Bobby 
Stewart, the hearing will determine 
if there are sufficient facts to 
warrant a trial, He said the hearing 
resulted from. an ongoing 
investigation into the case and 
interviews with several parties 
involved. He added, at this time, "it 
looks like it will go to trial." 

If Judge Francis Cullen rules that 
there is enough evidence, Chief 
Stewart said he would refer the 
case to the District Attorney's 
office for prosecution. 

When asked.to comment on the 
case, then School Committee 
Chairman Dr. Shirley Callan said, 
“my gut feeling is they're sending 
out a strong message that we're not 
going to roll over and play dead on 
the drug policy."

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Appeals appointment 
stirs controversy

A decision by Wilmington 
selectmen to appoint John Garrett 
to a permanent three year position 
on the board of appeals has stirred 
up some talk throughout town. 
Garrett, a former member of the 
planning board, had been an 
associate appeals board member 
for about a year. 

At their last meeting, selectmen 
acte@\on Bob Doucette's recom- 

tion and voted four to one to 

rett up to the permanent 

Position. At the same time they 

voted to move 15 year veteran Neil 

Buckley down from permanent to 

associate member ané to reappoint 

longtime associate members Louis 

Farkas and James Hackett to 
another year term. 

Buckley, who is chief of police in 
Malden, . and his wife Lillian, 
Wilmington's former housing au- 
thority executive director, reacted 
with shock to the board's action. 

"I felt it was a disgrace the way 
they treated Neil. If the-selectmen 
had any complaints about him they. 
should have come to Neil. He's 
very approachable," Lillian said. 

Neil Buckley told this paper he 
had never been notified about the 
impending action, In addition, as 
far as he knew, there were never 
any complaints filed against him 
during his tenure on the board. 

"If there was some reason for it, I 
could see it. It's obvious it wasn't 
done fairly," Buckley said, 

According to Buckley, board 
members in the past were 
automatically reappointed ’unless a 
member chose not to serve. He 
added, even if he were to step 
down, he would assume the 
associate member-with the most 
seniority would take his place. 

Both Buckley and his wife claim 
politics may be involved since a 
few recent‘appeals board decisions 
went against Doucette. 


Doucette told this paper his 
recommendation of Garrett should 
not be viewed as anything personal 
against Buckley. He said, in fact, 
Buckley should be recognized for 
his long years of service on the 
board. 

The selectman said--what 
motivated his action was a need for 
change on local boards. 

"I had heard a lot of complaints 
from different people saying we 
need some changes on this board, 
There was an obvious concern," 
Doucette maintained. He explained 
since he really didn't know the 
other associate members he chose 
to put Garrett in Buckley's place. 

Doucette said it was his feeling 
that members seeking 
reappointment should come to his 
board to explain why they'd like to 
continuing serving the town. He 
concurred that Buckley had never 
been notified of his demotion. 

Selectman Mark Haldane cast the 
only vote against Garrett's 
appointment. He told the Town 


Crier "I couldn't justify change for 
the sake of change at the expense of 
Neil Buckley," and added, many 
times the town benefits from 
having experienced people on 
boards. 

To date, Buckley has refused to 
either resign or be sworn in to his 
new position, He said right now he 
was remaining on the board "out of 
respect" for his. chairman Bruce 
MacDonald, who asked him not to 
make a quick decision. Buckley 
said it was his understanding the 
whole issue may come up for 
reconsideration at the next 
selectmen's meeting. Lillian 
Buckley is an appointee to. the 
newly formed Elderly Services 
Commission. She said she has 
submitted her resignation to the 
town manager in protest of her 
husband's alleged treatment by the 
board of selectmen,

Local officials in Wilmington are fuming over the recent 
package of $1.1 million in pay raises awarded to Massachusetts 
Water Resources Authority (MWRA) managers. The vote to 
approve a major boost in pay for non-union personnel comes just 
as communities in the MWRA district are cutting services and 
reducing municipal payrolls. Wilmington's MWRA sewerage 
assessment for this fiscal year increased by 37 percent to 
$1,092,495. 

Wilmington Selectman Chet Bruce said he's. "disgusted" at the 
authority pay raises, so much so that he's written MWRA Board 
Member Charlie Lyons asking him to rescind the pay hike. 
Lyons represents the district's selectmen on the authority board 
and is also superintendent-director at Shawsheen Tech. 

"The MWRA has the timing of a plague of locust", said Bruce, 
adding "We're in the middle of a recession, other public 
employees are taking cuts, and its no wonder the water rates keep 
skyrocketing." The MWRA pay raises were given to many high 
profile policy makers, and ranged from $437 to $3,873. 

Selectman Mark Haldane said the MWRA fiscal abuses may 
have a very local cause. "Two of Wilmington's most vexing 
fixed costs are for the Shawsheen Tech School District and the 
MWRA. Is it merely coincidental that as Shawsheen's superin- 
tendent and a member of the MWRA board of Directors Charlie 
Lygns has supported pay raises at both which, under the 
circumstances, border on the obscene," said Haldane. Shawsheen 
Tech teachers, unlike most of their counterparts in Wilmington 
and Tewksbury, are enjoying a five percent pay raise this year, 

Charlie Lyons, who“frequently takes the brunt of the criticism 
aimed at the MWRA Board of Directors, said that he voted for 
the management raises because the union workers are already 
benefited by a 5.5 percent hike, and that the non-union salary 
package figures out to be a "modest" 2.2 percent pay increase. 

Lyons executes a two part argument in defense of his agency's 
spending; that the MWRA is "under budget and ahead of 
schedule" in the harbor cleanup project and that the success of 
that project depends on "treating our people with some amount of 
dignity" which for now is 2.2 percent more than their local 
counterparts. 

The Herald has dubbed him "Charlie the Cheerleader," and 
though not bestowed for flattery sake it may be an apt descript 
for Lyons, singular among elected officials in his defense of the 
MWRA. 

Lyons cheers the "positive side" of MWRA like $120 million 
in cash retumed to state coffers this year for prior debts, and a 
new $16 million annual payment to the Commonwealth to 
reimburse for water the Authority takes from the Quabin 
Reservoir. 

But the headline grabber will always be public salaries, and 
that's where MWRA continues to lose the public relations battle, 
despite the $1,771 raise just given their PR man. 

Town Manager Mike Caira's reaction may represent that of 
the average taxpayer. Said Caira, "I can't imagine hordes of 
MWRA executives leaving for greener pastures if they didn't get 
the raise. There are no greener pastures."

The Secretary of State's office has already forwarded a letter 
to the Tewksbury Board of Selectmen indicating they're on thin 
ice in the recent board of registrars controversy.

At the recent retirement dinner for Millie Woods, veteran 
guardian of the Roman House, McMenimen stunned the crowd 
with an impromptu announcement of her comeback. “Bill Fay 
came back, Bob Peterson came back, and next year it's time for. 
Linda Mcmenimen to come back," said the former board 
member to the crowd gathered at the Kemwood in Lynnfield. 
McMenimen would join possible candidate Brad Jackson, with 
incumbents up for re-election including Aldo Caira, John 
DeMarco, and Andrea Paglia. McMenimen served on the 
school committee from 1976-1985. 

Whatever happened to Jane Richard? The Tewksbury 
political activist, who helped turn the town on its ear with 
allegations of corruption and FBI probes, has recently moved. 
The Richards home at 25 Euclid Rd., a cape with eight rooms on 
a 10,014 square foot lot, sold for $148,200 on June 21 according 

- to the Greater Lowell Multiple Listing Service. 

What's the real reason for Neil Buckley's demotion at the 
Wilmington Board of Appeals? Though no one is talking, the 
private chatter is that Buckley took the fall for the ongoing feud 
between Selectman Bob Doucette and appeals board 
Chairman Bruce MacDonald. The feud dates back.a few years 
ago when Doucette was unsuccessful in swaying the board to 
grant a variance for a friend. The one selectman to vote against 
Buckley's unfair treatment was Mark Haldane. Meanwhile, 
Buckley's wife Lillian Buckley, former housing authority 
executive director, is said to be reconsidering her recent 
nomination to the new elderly services commission. 

Meanwhile, the man appointed in Buckley's place, John 
Garrett, reportedly will refuse the post in protest of Buckley's 
treatment. Garrett apparently did not find out about his 
appointment until after the vote was taken at the June 24 
selectmen's meeting. 

Town managers Mike Caira and David Cressman will be 
holding their breaths until Governor William F. Weld 
decides whether or not to veto the proposed exemption of 
“Overlay” from the constraints of Proposition 2 1/2. The 
overlay account pays for property tax exemptions and successful 
appellate cases. If overlay isn't exempt this year it's another 
$600,000 Mike Caira has to find, and $500,000 for David 
Cressman. "It's in the town's best interest for overlay to be 
exempt," said Caira.

As it turned out there were 18, 
other than the ordinary participants 
in a Board of Appeals hearing. One 
was Selectman Mark Haldaane, 
who had already heard discussions 
about this particular proposal in 
selectmen's meetings. 

Appeals Board Chairman Bruce 
MacDonald, carly in the hearing 
remarked that the developer, Dick 
Stuart, a local builder, "had gone 
from board to board to discuss the 
proposal, as had Jay Tighe," (in the 
Shawsheen Estates casc) "so that the 
town would have something to 
support." 

The hearing started at 8:57 ‘p.m. 
and did not end until 9:37, The 


hearing is to be continued, for 
several more sessions, for further 
discussion. 

The proposal is for the 
construction of two homes, as one 
building, at the end of Silverhurst 
Avenue, The strect is not long, and 
reaches up to the Tewksbury line, 
from Lake Strect. One unit is to 
cost $80,000 and the other 
$94,500. Two present buildings are 
to be torn down. 

Several persons tried to discuss 
the zoning. Mr. MacDonald told 
them that this hearing was for a 
"comprehensive permit," and 
"zoning means nothing." Mark 
Haldane discussed briefly some of 
the aspects, saying that "If you 
don't like the decision of the Board 
of Appeals you can go to the state 
appeals. It is important that the 
town board and the neighbors be 
heard." 

MacDonald told the audience that 
notices of future hearing on this 
case would be in the Town Crier 
and that "we are a long way from 
finishing."

A landowner seeking a variance 
from the Wilmington Board of 
Health Monday night was told to 
have his engineer scale down his 
septic system and plans for a four 
bedroom house. 

James Mangano is hoping to build 
a home on Avery Street off Al- 
drich Road. While attempting to 
put in a new septic system, workers 
tan into "solid rock," according to 
Mangano's attorney Bob Peterson, 

Mr. Provost, Mangano's engi- 
neer, told the board in order to 
alleviate the problem, he would 
need a variance from slope re- 
quirements under Title V 
regulations. He said he plans to put 
in a retaining wall with a clay 
barrier. 

Board members nixed the idea 


saying they don't grant variances 
for new construction unless there's ~ 
an injustice. They suggested, in- - 
stead, the landowners redesign the 
system for three rather than four 
bedrooms. The size of a septic 
system is determined by the 
number of bedrooms in the house. 
Members also required that this 
information be registered with the 
deed so futuré homeowners don't 
add additional bedrooms. Provost 
argued the placement of the septic 
system and not its size was at the 
root of the problem. Health 
officials asked him to take another 
look to see if their suggestion was 
feasible. 

"And if he (Provost) can't?" 
asked Mangano. 

"We'll go day by. day,” said 
Chairman Jim Ficocicllo.

the U.S. Navy leaves her normal 

station, a pier in the former-US 

Navy Yard in Boston for a cruise 

down to Castle Island, a forti- 

fication on the scaward side of 

Boston Harbor which dates back to 

Colonial days. She then returns to 

the Navy Yard. This has been the 

course of events for the past half 

century. The reason for the trip is 

to turn her other side to the 
weather, so she will wear evenly. 

Off Castle Island the Constitution 
fires a National Salute, with her 
ancient cannon.The guns are fired 
10 seconds apart, for a total of 21 
shots, 

For the past 8 years or so there 
has been a reply, fired from Castle 
Island, by members of half a dozen 
historical military organizations, 
er guns, the type 
used back about the time of the 
Revolution. Some of those 
organizations are a part of the 
Massachusetts Minit & Militia and 
many of them are members of the 
Wilmington Minutemen, 

The Constitution fires 21 shots.

The field guns at Castle Island, 
after a two minute wait, fire 17, 
which constitutes a Salute to the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 
The Wilmington Minutemen have 
their own three-pounder. The guns 


*must be hauled up the -ramparts. 


Each gun weighs several hundred 
pounds. The three-pounder is 
reference to the size of the cannon 
ball they can fire. 

The Minutemen arrive at Castle 
Island about 7:30 a.m. on the 
Fourth, accompanied by their 
ladies, and frequently their child- 
ren, all out for a day of fun. 

The Wilmington company leaves 
Castle Island to participate in the 
July 4 parade in Boston, and then 
return to participate in the Salute to 
the Commonwealth, The parade is 
generally to be seen on local TV, 
and the yellow weskits denote the 
men of the Wilmington company.

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Boats scare fishermen, not fish 


by Bill Conlon 

Big ponds are noisy, rowdy and at 
times dangerous, but don't let boat 
traffic keep you from fishing. 

Ponds with good boat ramps and 
big parking lots often see acres of 
boat traffic on summery Saturdays. 
Fishing on a big, rowdy lake can be 
tricky, but not impossible. 

My cousin Steve Deschenes once 
pointed out, while we were fishing 
on Long Pond in Dracut, that boats 
don't bother fish nearly as much as 
they bother fishermen. If the noise 
of boats kept the fish from eating, 
he said, the fish would have starved 
long ago, Good point. Steve and I 
had a good day of fishing, with ski 
boats roaring by us all afternoon. 

Long Pond in Tyngsboro doesn't 
have a good public ramp, but locals 
on the pond all seem to own boats. 
It gets hectic on weekends. 

Nearby Lake Mascuppic, on the 


other hand, has a good boat ramp in’ 


Dracut and a smaller one on the 
Tyngsboro side. The boat traffic 
on Mascuppic on the weekends can 
be incredible, and people have been 
worried about a. serious accident 
for a long time, but none have 
occurted. Yet. 

The Lake Mascuppic Association, 
a collection of property owners that 
tries to protect and improve the 
lake, gave a powerboat to the police 
for weekend patrols. On weekends, 
and nobody will say which day or 
which shift, a police officer is 
assigned by the town to patrol the 
lake. Good idea, 

That good access, by the way, is a 
major reason why Mascuppic sees 
so many derbies and tournaments. 
The lake, in some years, has had up 
to a half dozen ice fishing derbies, 


and usually sees a handful of open- 
water events every summer. 

Byt Mascuppic has handled all the, 
fishing traffic pretty well. Bass up 
to five pounds are fairly common, 

Another rowdy pond that still has 
a healthy bass population is Lake 
Massapoag, Dunstable, Take Route 
113 across the Tyngsboro bridge, 
follow it all the way through scenic 
"downtown" Dunstable (don't blink 
or you'll miss it) and take the right 
marked with signs to the lake. The 
public boat ramp is way, way back, 
on the right, down a short road. 

The Massapoag ramp puts you in 
asmaller “side" pond, attached by a 
narrow opening to the main body 
of water. Listen for the sounds of 
power boats and you can't miss the 
main body. Massapoag is big, deep 
and has plenty of bass and pickerel. 

I find Lake Massapoag lends itself 
well to night fishing, but after-dark 
is my favorite time for bass fishing 
anyway. 

The Merrimack River is likewise 
a busy but productive body. Access 
points are Lawrence (off Route 28 
just above the Essex Dam), Lowell 
near the old boathouse across from 
Heritage Ice Cream, and in North 
Chelmsford. Everything from tuna 
boats to floatplanes use the upper 
reaches of the big river, and bass up 
to seven pounds’(four pounders for 
smallmouth), have been taken. 


A few rules to keep in mind when 
fishing a crowded body of water: 

Personal floatation is required by 
law anyway, but it's wiser to wear a 
vest on a busy lake. Power boaters 
are often careless about their wake, 
so be forewarned if you're driving 
a tippy Craft like a canoe or Craw- 
dad. Unplanned swims-are no fun.

Even if your boat doesn't require 
them, always have navigation lights 
and a good flashlight. The big boats 
usually go home at sunset, but they 
might not. Once, on Forge Pond in 
Littleton, I was flabbergasted to see 
a powerboat streaking along at full 
throttle, in utter darkness. All we 
could see were his running lights, at 
full gallop across the lake. Heaven 
help any unlighted canoe that might 
have crossed his bow that night ... 

Powerboats can leave huge wakes 
behind, so plan ahead for bobbing 
on big waves. If you anchor, leave 
some slack in your anchor line and 
especially don't load your boat such 
that the water is an inch below the 
gunwales. Expect big waves. 

No matter which body of water, it 
usually becomes apparent in a few 
minutes where the main "ski lanes" 
are located. Stay out of those main 
channels, and stick closer to shore, 
and you won't have any problems. 


And remember that the presence 
of muscle boats won't chase away 
the fish, but they might scare off all 
your competition. It isn't unusual to 
be the only angler on a lake with 50 
other boats zooming by. How nice! 

You might have all the fish in the 
lake to yourself, and that makes for 
better than average angling.

pressure On-us,-and tMere were 
quite a few more teams than last 
year competing," she added. 
Twenty- seven teams from around 
the country that qualified at their 
state Vica competitions came to 
Louisville to be tested on their 
knowledge of a varicty of medical 
occupations, procedures and 
terminology, as well as current 
events.

"This is an indication that we 
offer the finest quality instruction 
in the nation, with a dedicated 
teaching | staff and excellent 
program," noted Charles Lyons, 
superintendent-dircctor. Lyons 
cited the Health Technology 


instructors, led by Ahern and 
including Betty Morris, Diane 
Cortese, Marilyn Chalifour and 
Kathy LoVetere, "for providing 
the leadership to make this 
possible. Anthony Bazzinotti, 
director of vocational programs, 
agreed with Lyons’ assessment. 
"The dedication and enthusiasm of 
the teachers is reflected on the 
students," he said. 

"I was very excited for the team, 
and especially for the two seniors, 
Rachael and Dawneen," said 
Ahern, who accompanied the 
group to Louisville. Although 
Ahern noted it. was somewhat 
disconcerting to have post- 
secondary teams competing, the 
results showed how exceptional the 
Shawsheen group was. "We beat 
them all," Ahern said. The 
Massachusetts team tied with 
Delaware after the second round, 
"but after that we pulled away.”

"Rachael was an outstanding 
captain,” Ahern said. "She was able 
to show her leadership skills, and 
Dawneen did also. Dawneen has 
this sense of calmness and an ability 
to smooth any rough edges." Ahern 
called the winning five "a very 
disciplined team." 

Bronze, silver, then gold 

The strong pressure both Dooley 


medals in VICA competition 


and Ahern cited came partly from 
the team’s history. The Health 
Knowledge Bowl has only been a 
national Vica event for three years; 
each year the Shawsheen Team 
represented Massachusetts at the 
national-competition, In 1989, they 
won a bronze medal; in 1990, they 
earned a silver, "Mrs. Ahern said 
the whole school was depending on 
us," Dooley said. "We were 
fortunate, but not just fortunate," 
Ahern added. "Shawsheen was 
determined to bring back the 
gold." Dooley, who will enter the 
University of Massachusetts in 
Amherst as a pre-med student next 
fall, said the national Vica contest 
"is one of the best things I've ever 
done.

"I had told the 
students I'd be happy if they made 
the top 10. This is terrific.” 

Leary said her experience at Vica 
showed her and the students "what 
to look for next year," although she 
noted art "is a tough field" because 
of individual taste, but students 
“must learn how to please the 
majority.” 


Most impressive to Leary was the 
"great organization" within Vicd, 
in planning and preparing travel, 
hotel and competition arrange- 
ments’ for about 10,000 people 
from all SO states.

Wilmington's Fourth of July 
celebration was the butt of some 
coverage in the Lowell Sun last 
week, 

Fun on the Fourth Chairman Jim 
Stewart had hoped. to avoid outs 
of-town publicity of Wilmington's 
fireworks schedule.

backyard gardening

We shall digress just a bit this 
week as a result of a letter received 
from J.R. of Wilmington. Excerpt- 
ing from her note,..."we have been 
looking Yorward for three years to 
eating berrics from our hybrid 
blueberry bushes and they have 
borne heavily this year for the first 
time. Unfortunately we didn't 
expect to have to share the crop 
with birds! What can you suggest? 
A neighbor advised me to throw 
Chinese firecrackers at them but 
I'm not sure he was scrious. Help!" 

I can appreciate your frustration. 
A lot of folks who have blue- 
berries, strawberries, cherries and 
other fruits have experienced this 
problem, What will not work is a 
scarecrow, (birds won't be fooled 
for long by motionless objects) or 
simply chasing them off. 

Birds, especially robins and 
bluejays, have~an uncanny knack 
for finding berrics a day or two 
before they are fully ripe and 
ready to harvest. The organic 
gardener will suggest that we share 
the berrics half and half with the 
birds. This is fine, unless your crop 
is small and you are just not feeling 
all that generous. Another long 
range plan would be to plant

dogwood, mulberry bushes, moun- 
tain ash or chokecherry trees 
nearby, then the robins and jays 
will go to these other fruits first. 
Only problem here is that it will be 
four to six years before you will 
see the results of this extra effort. 
The good news is that garden 
supply centers and hardware stores 
sell materials which can provide an 
effective barrier. Hardware stores 
sell cheesecloth and garden stores 
sell lightweight netting. For a 


+ barrier to succeed at keeping the 


birds out it must completely sur- 
round the plant. Any small opening 
and the birds are sure to find it. 
Fabric or netting cannot be casual- 
ly draped over the plant. This may 
save some fruit but birds will peck 
right through it or squeeze in 
under it. Some kind of support, 
especially over strawberrics, is 
needed to hold the barrier out away 
from the fruits. My brother on 
High Street has had excellent luck 
protecting his strawberry plants 
using cheesccloth, anchored at 
sides and ends with sticks and 
stones. His rate of success has been 
in the 90 percent range. 

Weighing the pluses and minuses, 
there is no doubt in my mind that a 
lot of birds around our properties 
are beneficial for our gardens. 
Most of the common backyard 
birds, including chickadees, tit- 
mice, blucjays, nuthatches and 
starlings are insect caters and will 
help us in our ongoing efforts to 
use little or no toxic pesticides. Say

them) they do have a voracious 
appetite for insects, including 
Japanese bectles. I know of no 
other bird that includes Jap beetles 
in its dict. 

I actively encourage a strong 
bird population in my neighbor- 
hood (Middlesex Avenue between 
High and Salem Streets) by keeping 
sunflower seeds and a bit of suet 
out year round. As a result we are 
treated to regular visits by 
woodpeckers, cardinals, titmice 
and finches. The starlings need 
little incentive to stay nearby, but 
the suct keeps them close. In: my 
experience the birds in summer 
will take sunflower sced and suet as 
an occasional supplement to the 
abundant food supply provided by 
nature, This-Jittle extra food supply 
acts as an attractant to keep a lot of 
birds around the neighborhood, 
which does benefit our gardens, 

Yes, sunflower~sced attracts 
squirrels. Many people do not find 
squirrels all that objectionable. For 
those who do, there are squirrel 
proof feeders available. The Hyde 
birdfeeder company sclls them and 
we have one which really does 
work. The Hyde Company is on 
Felton Surcet (off Moody St,) in 
Waltham and they usually have 
“seconds” available in their show- 
room’ at half price. You might 
consider driving down to Waltham 
some day to look them over.

Old Friends

he prodigal son returned 

home for the Fourth of 
July and in a reversal of the bibli- 
cal story, this time it was to a well 
deserved hero's welcome with 
guests ranging from family to 
friends to officials from state and 
local governments in attendance. 

The guest of honor, General 
John Rogers Galvin, is used to 
mingling with high ranking offi- 
cialdom, He is one-of the few 
Four Star Generals in the United 
States Army. 4 

He is also the most senior man 
on active duty today, having 
served since 1950 when he joined 
the 182nd Division of the 
Massachusetts National Guard as 
a medic, Since that time he has 
risen to become the Swpreme 
Allied Commander of American 
Forces in Europe. He is also the 
man in charge of one this coun- 
try’s most humane projects, ‘pro- 
viding relief to Kurdish Muslims 
in Iraq 

None of this stops General 
Galvin from taking a moment ou 
to shake hands or talk with off 
friends and acquaintances, He 
also takes time to put new 
acquaintances, and those assigned 
to interview him, at ease 

The latter is done with a quict 
manner, friendly smile and 
humorous demeanor, 

For all the pomp and circum 
stance, glitter and glamour associ- 
ated with the General’s globe trot- 
ting job he notes that he is happi- 
est at home among friends and 
family in Wakefield, 

During a recent interview on 
Wakefield Cable Television's 
(WCAT) Wakefield Focus (broad- 
cast tonight’ on Channel 16) 
Galvin said “This is a wonderful 


town. It is such an American 
Town with a mixture of history.” 

Galvin noted that he attempts 
to get back at least once a year. 
When he comes home he enjoys 
doing the little things like talking 
to a neighbor over a backyard 
fence. 

One of those that try to make 
the General comfortable when he 
is home is Daily Times Chronicle 
Editor Bruce Morang. 

An anecdote that happened 
during this recent visit, was when 
one of Galvin’s contingent 
attempted to keep a modicum of 
respect for the man’s rank during 
the interview with the local press. 

Just before the television tap- 
ing, the public relations officer 
asked that General Galvin be 
addressed as General. Morang 
repl 1 think that will be a little 
difficult.” 

When asked why, he replied, “I 
have known the man for 45- 
years,” 

Indeed much of the ensuing 
television interview included sto- 
rics about the General and 
Morang and the “Bricklayers.” 

The two were best of friends 
throughout their years at 
Wakefield High School -where 
they graduated in 1947 

Morang explained “Our rela- 
tionship is thatrhe is a best friend 
with all that implies. 

He noted that it also included 
activities such as sweating out 
exams for driving licenses a 
spending summer vacations 
together working at the beaches of 
Kennebunk, Maine. 

“We were hyperactive hellrais- 
ers of a sort,” he added 

According to Morang, the sep: 
arating years have only seen a few 
where they were not able to keep 
in close touch with cach other.

“There is a void in our relation- 
ship during the years he was get- 
ting ready (to become the leader 
he is today),” Morang said. 

However, Morang expresses 
some surprise, not that Galvin is a 
success in life but, at the field in 
which he became successful. 

“He made a commitment that 
he was going to do it. I think he 
surprised us all,” Morang said. 

The reason for some of the sur- 
prise is that Galvin, once out of 
high school, seemed to flounder a 
bit before his feet touched the 
ground, 


During the interview, Galvin 
referred to his school days and to 
. the fact that Wakeficld Junior 
High School will be renamed 
Galvin Junior High School. 

“I was astounded,” he said 
“They used to throw me out of 
that place.” 

Morang defended Galvin dur- 
ing a separate interview. He said 
that they never caused any real 
trouble but there were times that 
they were grateful that the 
General’s uncle, Henry Galvin Sr, 
was a patrol officer with the 
police force. 

According to Morang, the first 
split in the life of the pair was 
when Galvin went to an art school 
on Newbury Strect, Boston, and 
Morang went to his studies at 
Boston University. However, even 
during that period the pair shared 
many experiences, 

As to Galvin’s talent as an 
artist, he is quite accomplished. 
This is depicted by drawings he 
has done for family and friends. A

When it was confirmed that he 
would be free to be Grand 
Marshall of Wakefield’s Fourth of 
July Parade, Galvin requested that 
the Tenth Special Forces Unit, 
which served as the initial unit 10 
help the Kurds in their plight, 
march in the parade.

This sequel to "Problem Child" 
brought great nuance and intelli- 
gence to physical comedy. The 
vomit scene alone will have you 
convulsed with laughter and the 
food fight greatly enriched the art 
of slapstick as we know it. 

Yeah, right! 

There is really very little to be 
said about this story of a divorced , 
man (John Ritter) and. his bratty 
son (Michael Oliver). Actually, 
everything you need to know can 
be summed up in two words - stay 
away. Rarely does one see a film 
that is in such bad taste you think 
you may just gag. Well, this one 
managed to achieve such a lofty 


goal on several occasions. 
Bathroom humor, vomit humor, 
dog excrement. If it's disgusting, 
it's here. 

There was, maybe, one laugh in 
this tiresome film, although chil- 
dren under the age of nine will 
Probably find the crude humor hys- 
terically funny. Of course, the film 
is rated PG-13, so you have to 
wonder what audience it aimed at.
